4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, either individually or in combination, does not disclose identifying a 
characteristic of interest in a text by assigning a score to each tuple in a graph based on 
a score of an initial node in the tuple, scores for nodes linking to a target node in the 
tuple, and a frequency of the tuple in the textual input, or, ordering graph fragments 
based on factors in addition to scores, the factors comprising one of placement of nodes 
and the order in which two nodes related through part of speech will occur, an event 
timeline determined from the textual input, and a topic determined for the textual input, 
as claimed.
